Seek 197 Tons Of 


Waste Paper In Feb. 


Adams county has been asked to 


collect 197 tons of wa'te paper dur- 
ing February, it was announced to- 
day by the state Salvage committee. 


The new quota is an increase of 


20 per cent over previous quotas 
and is,in line with a similar in- 
crease of the quotas of all 67 coun- 
ties in the state. The state's quota 
for waste paper is 50,000 tons, or 
10 pounds of paper per person. 


The new quota does not represent 


the amount of paper received in 
the1 county in a month, it was 
stated. The amount of-new paper 
which comes into the county each 
month is estimated to be at least 
twice the amount asked for in the 
current drive.

"Gettysburg, Pa." 


No further details on the discov- 


ery were given by Sergeant Irvin in 
a letter to his wife here. Under the 
words "Gettysburg, Pa."-were the 
initials "M. A. M.", Sergeant Irvin 
wrote. Members of his family have 
checked the list of soldiers in the 
county on the honor roll in center 
square and the—only name—fitting 
the initials is Milton A. Moyer, York 
street, who is also believed to be hi 
Italy! 


Merely seeing the words on the 


building, "made me feel almost at 
home," the Gettysburg soldier wrote. 
He assumed that the words -were 
painted on the wall by some Adams 
county soldier who had previously 
passed through the town during 
the earlier part of the Italian cam- 
paign. The name of the town -was 
not included in Sergeant Irvin's 
letter because of censorship regula- 
tions.

TIMES CARRIERS 
SELL 3,644,156 
IN WAR STAMPS 


Carriers of The Gettysburg Times 


continue to rank eighth among, the 
carriers of Pennsylvania in the sale 
of war stamps, according to records 
released by the Treasury department 
showing the. amount of sales made 
by the boys and girls up to January 
20. 


Competing against carriers of 77 


papers in the state, including those 
of the largest cities, the 14 Tunes' 
carriers boosted their total sales to 
3,575,257 by January 20 and increas- 
ed that figure to 3,644,156 ten cent 
stamps by Janhary 29. 


During the past 110 weeks the 


carriers have, week after week, turn- 
ed in one of the best records of any 
group of carriers in the state. Car- 
riers who have since retired sold 
1,943,443 stamps and the present 
group sold 1,700,713 stamps. 


Family Team 


•Robert and Sis Mattingly, Gettys- 


burg carriers, held the lead'for the 
past week with 26,491 stamps sold. 
Paul Walters; also a Gettysburg car- 
rier, remained in the all-time lead 
•with an 110-week record of 269,117 
sales. During the last week Carrier 
Walters added 1,328 sales to his all- 
time record. ' 


The Mattingly youngsters however 


continued to climb on the all-time 
record, landing in second place with 
159,930 sales so far. The two are 
among more recent carriers to begin 
the volunteer sales of stamps and 
have already sold more than many 
carriers who had been handling the 
stamps for months. 


James Slaybaugh, Gettysburg car- 


rier, sold 19.692 stamps during the 
last week to hold down second place 
for the week. The 14 carriers sold 
68,899 stamps during the -week.

Nazis Fight Bitterly To 
Delay Yankees In Italy

Allied Headquarters in Italy, Feb. 


o (AP)—The Germans have launch- 
ed a new attack in their determined 
offensive to "smash the Allied beach- 
head, this time striking at British 
troops in the area north of Aprilia 
(Carroceta) 20 miles southeast of 
Rome, but have been repulsed with 
heavy losses, it was announced to- 
day. 


On the main Fifth Army front 


desperate fighting raged unabated 
in the streets of Casslno and in the 
mountains north of the town, with 
the Germans holding on despite 
sledgehammer attacks of American 
infantry, artillery and armor. 


The Germans were still in posses- 


sion of the main part of Cassino and 
were holding the Americans to the 
outskirts. Positions changed hands 
several times. The -Germans even 
managed to get more six-barreled 
mortars, tanks and big self-propell- 
ed guns Into Cassino for their des- 
perate and almost suicidal defense of 
the city where they had turned al-

of their best armored outfits in 
Italy, which has fought on both the 
Fifth and Eighth Army fronts. 


All along the northern part of 


the beachhead the Germans probed 
the Allied line in apparent search 
for weak spots. 


The Allies yesterday took 90 pri- 


soners hi the beachhead fighting, 
bringing the total captured there 
since the landings two weeks ago to 
1,500. The total number of Ger- 
mans—captured in Italy since the 
invasion of the continent started in 
Calabria Sept. 3, 1943 is now over 
10,000, headquarters announced. 


Aprilia is 10 miles due north of 


Anzio and four miles northwest of 
Padiglione, where the earlier Ger- 
man attacks had centered. Alliec 
units several days ago were reported 
in Campoleone, four miles north 
of Aprilia and only 16 miles south 
east of Rome, but official accounts 
did not indicate today whether thej 
still hold this point. 


Aprilia is one of the model town 


of the Fascist Pontine agricultura 
developments. Its' original name, 
still used by many, was Carroceto.

DEPRIVED OF 


LONG REGIME

U. S. Pacific Fleet Headquarters, 


Pearl Harbor, Feb. 5 (AP)—Invad- 
ing three more islands in Big Kwa- 
jalein atoll, United States forces 
have overwhelmed the Japanese on 
two, pushed the resisting enemy back 
on a third which has seaplane bases, 
and brought two additional fortified 
bases under warship and plane at- 
tack. 


Other important developments, as 


ascertained from latest advices of 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, were: 


American leaders of the mid-Pa- 


cific offensive, foreseeing capture of 
all the mandated Marshalls, have 
proclaimed, a military government 
to supplant the 25-year-long power 
of Emperor Hirohito in the areas as 
each is occupied.

Hitler's reported warning to the 


Pope that the Nazis intend to de- 
fend Rome step by'step, irrespective 
of the destruction involved, tends to 
substantiate the idea that the 
Fuehrer may be preparing another 
of his colossal gambles—that the 
Allies won't go so far as to turn 
their guns on the city in order to 
oust the invaders. 


I first, called this possibility to ycr~ 


attention four months ago when the 
invasion of Italy was young. The 
question is, what happens if Hitler 
installs suicide divisions in Rome 
and invites the Allies to oust them? 
Obviously it can't be done without 
the use of force, unless we blockade 
the city and starve .them out, and 
that means starving the civilian 
population as well. 


A Holy War. 


That certainly would hand the 


Allies a hot tactical potato. Un- 
doubtedly the Allied high command 
nas the problem figured out, for it 
has been dealing with a lot of hot 
potatoes successfully ' However, the 
only official word we've had thus far 
is that the capture of Rome is the 
objective of the present offensive on 
the Italian peninsula. 
President 


Roosevelt has attributed something 
of the aspects of a holy war to this 
campaign. 


There's no apparent way of clear- 


ing Rome of the Nazis without 
causing damage to some of the 
world's most cherished monuments. 
Such a battle also would result in 
the death of many civilians. Pre- 
sumably by exercising extreme care 
Vatican City could be spared, but 
it would be a most unhappy posi- 
tion for the Pope and the other 
residents. 


There's small doubt that the Nazi 


anti-Christ is figuring on all this 
to help him hold the Eternal City 
if he should decide it's worth while. 
What deviltry he's up to in urging 
the Pope to leave Rome for Ger- 
many isn't apparent. In any event 
His Holiness has declined to desert 
Ills postj-come what-may-. - 
— 


Moral Effect 


There are excellent reasons why 


Hitler should want to retain his 
hold on Rome.- Foremost undoubt- 
edly is the moral effect on the out- 
side world. Nazi possession of this 
great city, which not only is the 
Roman capital but is the seat of the 
Catholic church, is calculated to give 
the impression that the Germans 
still have vast powers of resistance. 


From the military stanSpotot, 


Rome is a strategic plum because it 
is the hub of all the main railways 
of Italy, and the Allies must possess 
it if they wish to establish com- 
munications 
between north and 


south Italy. Into this strategic pic- 
ture also enters the fact that Hit- 
ler's delaying action in Italy is pro- 
viding a safeguard for his Balkan 
flank in the Adriatic. If he aban- 
dons Rome and withdraws all his 
troops into northern Italy, he will 
enable the Allies to invade the 
Balkans across the Adriatic, or at 
least to move supplies and equip- 
ment freely to the native forces 
•which are battling the Germans

Moscow, Feb. 5 (AP)—Gen. Leonid 


A. Govorov's victorious Leningrad 
Army, in a sweeping advance along 
the coast of the Gulf of Finland, has 
reached the mouth of the Narova 
river nine miles inside the Estonian 
Soviet republic and has sealed off 
the 35-mile-wide Estonian land strip 
extending from the gulf south to 
Lake Peipus. 


While Govorov's forces and others 


under Gen. K. A. Meretskov were 
squeezing enemy armies against 
Lake Peipus and the Latvian fron- 
tier. Red Army groups to the south 
in the Ukraine drew the noose tight- 
er around ten Nazi divisions trapped 
on the west bank of the Dnieper 
river between Cherkasy and Kanev.

pressure relief valve or pressure 
regulator looks like and he is lost 
for an explanation. He would prob- 
ably be very much surprised to learn 
that it is a very simple part of the 
lubrication system, yet one that 
plays an important role. 


Relief valves consist of a plunger 


and a coil spring. When pressure 
against the plunger is too great the 
spring collapses and pressure is re- 
leased through a by-pass. On some 
types spring tension is adjustable bj 


a screw or by use of shims. On 
others there is no adjustment. You 
then replace the spring if too weak. 


Mechanic Joe Speaking-: 


"I've been trying out a theory 


which I think ought to help a lot 
of us solve problems for you motor- 
ists. The idea is to try to imitate 
those conditions under which your 
care trouble develops. 


"If an owner complains of diffi- 


cult starling but keeps his car in 
a heated garage I leave it in my 
garage overnight so I can get the 
same situation. If the car is regu- 
larlv parked outdoors I leave it all 
night in the back of the garage 
where the engine will get thoroughly 
chilled. I know some people do not 
use their brakes hard, so when I 
go to check over them I make sure 
hat one of my men hasn't been out 
giving the car a test. Sometimes we 
lave to reverse the situation and 
drive daylights out of a car just so 
we can observe how it behaves when 
driven the way the owner would 
handle it." 


Beware This Skid 


I hope you never experience a 


front-wheel skid. It's a mean sen- 
sation that should be studiously 
avoided. Front-wheel skids are of 
two kinds. You get one when trying 
to cut the front wheels too sharply 
for a curve if the road surface is 
slippery. Under such conditions the 
car tends to go straight ahead. The 
other front-wheel skid also develops 
on a curve, the front tires merely 
losing traction while the rears are 
holding. You can't imagine a more 
hopeless sensation. 


Usually the rear tires have better 


traction than the fronts so ease in 
the brakes and try to get the car 
under control. That will help check 
the skid and will at least ease the 
shock if the car collides or goes 
off the road. 


Because a front-wheel skid is one 


that does not lend itself to easy 
correction your best safeguard is to 
drive slowly enough to prevent it 
from starting. 


You hear this discussed every 


now and again, but just to record 
thinking in this connection let me 
quote from an oil filtration manual 
written by Walter C. Bauer, an oil 


ent oil filter will carry nearly double 
the load of any new unused straight 
petroleum oil. In fact, it will ap- 
proach very closely the 'high film' 
strength oils in their load carrying 
ability even on the combination of 
metals where these 'high film' 
strength oils work best, i. e., steel 
against steel." 


How It Happens 


An observing reader has been 


puzzled because-of noting that after 
going down a long hill, and using 
the brakes freely, the car has a 
tendency to pull to the right. He 
never notices this-when braking un- 
der ordinary conditions. Naturally 
he wonders why. 


We may be wrong, but here Is 


what seems to be a reasonable ex- 
planation: 


On the downgrade the rear brake 


drums expand more than the front 
ones because the* latter are better 
cooled. Result is that the rear brakes 
become less effective as the bottom 
of the grade is neared, a slight In- 
equality in front wheel braking then 
showing up as a rightward pull. 


You get less tire wear on rainy 


days because of reduced tread fric- 
tion and the cooling "effect of water. 


When the brake pedal goes well 


to the floor before braking is ef- 
fective, and if pedal does not feel 
spongy the indications are that 
brake shoe adjustments are needed. 


Where gear lube works down the 


propeller shaft enclosure into the 


rear end be sure to fet the excess 
out of the rear axle housing, other- 
wise lube will work through to the 
rear brake drums. 


Over-Inflate Spare 


It lias never been explained why 


fellows at filling stations inflate the 
spare tire to the same pressure as 
the car's other tires. Spares lose air 
when not used and should therefore 
always be inflated well above nor-

BERLIN BLITZ

New York—As the systematic de- 


struction of Berlin goes on and on 
into the Allies' victory year, the 
_ 


wonderment of Londoners increases 
—wonderment that the German 
capital, repaid in full and with in- 
terest for the blitzing of London, 
still lives. 


Every, additional thousand tons of 


bombs' laid across the blackened 
map of .Hitler's biggest city brings 
a whistle of amazement from the 
people' who.1 endured 90 successive 
nights of. hell in 13-10 and 1941. They 
still say—though I doubt ik-that 
Loudon could not have taken many 
nights more. 


Equally astounding to Londoners, 


who have already begun to patch 
up their shattered city, is the pros- 
pect of rebuilding Berlin, which even 
In mid-December was reckoned to 
have been three-fifths destroyed. 


Long Task Ahead

Berlin Spared Fatigue 


Berlin gets a different dose—con- 


centrated flash raids, at least five 
time as heavy as the heaviest on 
. I/ondon, but over and done with in 
thirty minutes. Those who are not 
fighting fires may sleep afterwards, 
and the raiders do not return relent- 
lessly every night.

While flash raids may be easier

Lon- 
don's vastest areas of destruction 
are those gutted by fire. 


So far, London has neither time, 


labor nor materials to begin re- 
building. Windows have been re- 
placed. Huge oaken flying buttresses 
straddle many sidewalks, propping 
up cracked and sagging houses. The 
exposed ends of ripped-open build- 
ings have been patched. Burned-out 
upper floors have been sealed off. 
making those below usable. 


To Save Pedestrians 


The gaunt skeletons of buildings 


which for months stood sentinel 
over littered cellars have 
been 


knocked 
down. 
Empty 
building 


sites next to the sidewalks have 
mostly been enclosed in fences of 
salvaged bricks to save pedestrians 
in the .blackout. Only those rums 
which are sturdy and can be re- 
constructed have been left. 


It was a painful process, done by 


a few men and trucks and steam 
shovels. But it has left the face 
of London cleaner. 


The big job—the widening of Lon- 


don's architectural vistas and the 
building of better homes—must wait. 
Berlin, meanwhile, has received in 
the past two months alone upwards 
of 15.000 tons of destruction from 
the RAF.

A. I know of no remedy for this. 


Avoid cleaning the walls with harsh 
cleansers or a brush. It is a good 
plan to use a dressing on the side- 
walls.-but the cracks do not neces- 
sarily indicate tire weakness. The 
carcass still counts most.

spark plugs to counteract the wear 
on piston rings.
